Changes in Medicaid Payment Policy for the Following Case Management
Programs: Case Management Providers for Children Diverted/Retumed from Out-
of-State Residential Treatment Facilities (SRI), Individuals with Developmental
Disability, and Infants and Toddlers Programs

This transmittal is to inform the above providers that effective January 1, 1999, case
management services listed above will be reimbursed when recipients are in the Rare and
Expensive Case Management (REM) Program. This policy change is in accordance with the
Notice of Final Action for COMAR Subtitle 09, published in the Maryland Register on
December 18, 1998 (see attached).

All claims for dates of service beginning January 1, 1999 for the above referenced case
management services provided to REM recipients must be forwarded to the Medicaid Program
for reimbursement.
